University of Georgia adopted a reso- 
lution late tonight demanding the in- 
uuguration of Ray Woodall, of Som- 
erset, Ky., as president of the Uni- 
versity Y¥. M. C. A. or the abolition 
as an institution for stu- 
dents. 

Students Monday 
voted for the Y. M. C. A. president 
for the 1930-31 term, and Weodall, 
a junior in the school of engineering, 
received 240 votes, a plurality of a 
hundred over his nearest rival. Mr. 
Secrest said that Woodall was not 
eligible for the presidency and de- 
clared Morcock elected. 

Assembled in the old chapel, the 
students, who represent a majority of 
the men at the university, for several 
hours discussed the action of the 
“Y” in refusing to inaugurate their 
candidate as president and finally 
adopted the resolution which reads: 
“Resolved by the student body of the 
University of Georgia, in congress as- 
sembled, that we resent the action

At the meeting tonight the stu- 
dents demanded that Woodall be in- 
ducted into office without consulting 
the board, declaring that he had been 
elected legally by a plurality of the 
students and that his inauguration 
was desired by them. 

“The students want me to be presi- 
dent of the ‘Y.’ I will do all that I 
can to further the interests of the 
Y. M. C. A.” Woodall declared fol- 
lowing the meeting, which he did not 
attend. “I will be guided by the 
choice of the students in ‘Y’ matters,” 
he added.

SLOAN DESCRIBES 
NEW COTTON USES 


Cotton Textile Institute 
Head Tells of Important 
Developments. 


— 


NEW YORK, March 25.—(4)— 
Important developments in the crea- 
tion of new uses for cotton, and the 
pronounced improvement in the cot- 
ton manufacturing industry of this 
country during the past two months, 
were .described. today by George A. 
Sloan, president of the Cotton-Tex- 
tile Institute, at a meeting of the 
New York Cotton Exchange. 

Mr. Sloan spoke optimistically of 
the results accomplished by the cot- 
ton manufacturing industry, with the 


‘co-operation of the United States de- 


partments of’ agriculture and com- 


merece, in expanding the consumption 


‘of eotton goods, and of the effect of 


such activities.

PRESIDENT ENDS 
VISIT TO ISLANDS 


Hoover Will Land From 
Arizona at Norfolk En 
Route to Capital. 


ST. THOMAS, Virgin Islands, 
March 25.—()—Terminating a visit 
to Porto Rico and the Yirgin Islands, 
President Hoover sailed for home to- 
day aboard the U. 8S. 8S. Arizona. 

Only a small crowd braved the rain 
to see the president off at the wharf. 
Mr. Hoover and Governor Pearson 
stood bareheaded while the marine 
guard offered a salute. The Arizona 
weighed anchor shortly after he 
boarded her and set a course for 
Norfolk, Va. 

The president’s visit made a red 
letter day for the island. In the after- 
noon the business section of the town, 


the schools and othér activities func- 
tioned normally to allow the presi- 
dential party to observe them in their 
routine affairs. The president ap- 
peared pleased with the enthusiasm 
of the reception given him. 

The islanders paraded a _ colorful 
picture of their quaint civilization be- 
fore the president and were rewarded 
with his repeated applause. 

The parade was a picturesque suc- 
cession of reflections of native enthu- 
siasms, industries and _ social life. 
After his reception by Governor Pear- 
son and the municipal councilmen 
the president reviewed the marchers 
from a stand in the public square. 

The paraders were like enthusi- 
astic children skipping along, and 
causing crowding and confusion by 
rushing back through the streets be- 
fore the march was ended, so that it 
required some time. before the streets 
could be cleared for the May pole 
dances which followed. 

Governor Pearson had a long con- 
ference with President Hoover, but 
it was said that nothing of major im-

CHICAGO, Mareh 25.—(NANA)—

I made every 
effort to form a fair comparison, al- 
lowing for any change in the man him- 
self and my own possible fading recol- 
lections of a scene more than seven 
months old.

Alcohol Held 
Not Chiet Cause 


BALTIMORE, March 
Excessive drinking of ‘alcohol, Dr. Al- 
bert M. Snell told the American Col- 
lege of Physicians today, does not 
commonly cause cirrhosis or hardening 
of the liver. 

This is contrary to the prevailing 
theory held both by doctors and the 
general public. Cirrhosis occurs in 
only about 5 per cent of cases of 
alcoholism, Dr. Snell said. He is as- 
sociated with the Mayo clinic at 
Rochester, Minn. 

Cases of cirrhosis that are caused 
by alcoholism ecomprise about half 
the total, however. Other causes in- 
clude disease of the gall bladder, bile 
ducts, or spleen, and infectious fevers. 

The disease usually is recognized 
too late to save the patient's life. 
Physicians are seeking ways to recog- 
nize it in earlier stages when it may 
be curable.

Cooks who are successful in the 
art of making vegetables appetizing 
depend upon two rules: First, cook 
raw vegetables in as little water 
as possible.

NEW YORK, March 25.—(#)— 
Speculation for the rise, largely in

“Mixed tendencies in prices, pro- 
duction and bookings characterize the 
iron and steel market as the end of 
March draws near,’ asserted Iron 
Age.
